N GAS RATES 


Cites Increased Taxes, 
Cost of Fuel — Says 
Average Monthly 
Heating Bill Would 
Go Up 76 Cents. 


Laclede Gas Co. yesterday re- 
quested the Missouri Public | 
Service Commission to authorize | 
higher rates which would in- 
crease its revenues by $3,700,000, 
Or 5.9 per cent, a year. 

The higher rates are desig- 
nated to offset an increased cost 
of gas supplied to Laclede and 
a related increase in gross re- 
ceipts taxes, H. Reid Derrick, 
president, said in announcing the 
request. : | 

The proposed rates would in- | 
crease the average monthly bill | 
of domestic customers using gas | 
for space heating 76 cents a/| 
month on a yearly basis. They 
new pay an average of $13.28 a 
month. For a domestic customer 
who does not use gas for heating, 
the increase will average 13 
cents a month, the company said. 

The new rates would not in- 
crease Laclede's rate of return, 
Derrick said. In addition, they 
would not offset other cost in- 
creases, including a scheduled 
wage increase of 3% per cent 
effective next July 1, he declared. 

Supplier's Boost in Effect. | 

On May ~, Laclede began re- 
ceiving additional gas supplies 
from Mississippi River. Trans- 
mission Corp. at substantially 
higher rates than those paid to 
its main supplier, Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. The new sup- 
ply will increase Laclede's an- 
nual gas costs by about $2,929,- 
000 a year, Derrick said. 

In addition, Mississippi River 
Fuel has filed with the Federal 
Power Commission proposed rate 
schedules that will increase La- 
clede’s gas cost by $633,600 a 
year. Mississippi River Fuel’s 
new rates will be effective June 
15, Derrick said. 

Laclede could get refunds from 
its suppliers for the cost.of the 
gas it is receiving, if the FPC 
should reduce the present and 
proposed rates charged. If that 
should happen, Laclede will un- | 
dertake to distribute such re- 
funds to its customers, subject 
to the Missouri Public Service | 
Commission’s orders, Derrick: 
said. 

Seeks Rise June 12. 

Laclede proposed that the new 
rates become effective June 12. 
If the commission should sus- | 
pend the new. rates, the com- 
pany requested that the suspen- 
sion period be as short as pos- 
sible. 

The commission ordered an in- 
vestigation. of Laclede’s rates 
last April 20 to determine wheth- 
er they were fair and reason- 
able. In issuing the order, the 
commission questioned whether 
the company’s net earnings had 
not exceeded the amount agreed 
to by the commission in March 
1960. 

At that time a rate increase 
was ordered allowing the com- 
pany net operating earnings of 
$7,245,311 a year. In 1960, the | 
company’s net operating income 
was $8,779,361, the company has 
reported. 

Net income of the company in 
the 12 months ended March 31 
was about the same as in 1960, 
Derrick said. Earnings per share 
of common stock in _ 1960 
amounted to $1.60, compared | 
with $1.25 in 1959. 


Derrick said the company was 
co-operating with the commis- 
sion in its investigation of La- 
clede’s earnings. The company 
believes that there can be no 
serious question as to the pro- 
priety of its current rates, which 
have been in effect only since 
April 1, 1960, Derrick said. 


Hearings’ on Refund. 


The commission ordered hear- 
ings to be held May I7 to deter- 
mine the distribution of a 
$1,786,455 refund received April | 
4 by Laclede from its supplier, | 
Mississippi River Fuel Corp. 
The company had asked the cir- 
cuit court at St. Louis for a 
declaratory judgment on the dis- 
position of the refund. 

The company asserted that its 
shareholders were entitled to the 
refund, rathez than its customers. 
Derrick said yesterday the in- 
vestigation o¢ Laclede’s earnings 
apparently was started because 
of the refund, — | 


} 

The refund was for over- 
charges from Nov. 8, 1955, to 
Nov. 1, 1958. “It is apparent 
that whatever the disposition of 
wis reimbursément may be, it 
relates only to past periods and 
can ‘have no possible relation- 
ship to the company’s current or 
prospective earnings,” Derrick 
said in a letter transmitting the 
proposed rates to the commis- 
sion.

Ambassador Dean’s Signal 


When Ambassador Arthur H. Dean re- 
turned to the nuclear test-ban talks in 
Geneva, he sent up a smoke signal which we 
hope was not lost on the Kremlin. Renewing 
his plea for agreement on a test-ban treaty 
now, he told the conference, first, that his 
visit to Washington had assured him of “solid” 
United States support for such an agreement, 
and second, that the Administration is “care- 
fully examining” the implications of present 
Soviet attitudes on future talks about general 
disarmament. 

This was a fairly clear, though not unquali- 
fied, way of suggesting that if the Soviets 
continue to block a reasonable agreement on 
nuclear tests, American public opinion may 
not permit the start of general disarmament 
talks in August, as the Kremlin has insistently 
demanded.

The restiveness of American opinion is 
emphasized by Senator Dirksen’s demand, on 
behalf of House and Senate Republicans, that 
President Kennedy fix a deadline for the 
Geneva talks. This would be bad tactics; ulti- 
matums never lead to successful negotiation. 
But Ambassador Dean was certainly describ- 
ing public and congressional opinion accu- 
rately when he suggested that there will be 
a great deal of American hostility to the arms 
talks unless the test talks have previously 
come to something. About 300 meetings have 
been held at Geneva extending over two and 
one-half years. Many Americans would be 
disinclined to start a similar cycle of arms 
talks if the present ones produce nothing 
tangible. 

So far as meets the eye, a test-ban treaty 
could be signed tomorrow if East and West 
could agree on how many inspections are to 
be permitted annually and on the nature of 
the inspection machinery. The West would 
probably accept a compromise on the number 
of inspections somewhere between the three 
advocated by Moscow and the 20 advocated 
by us. But it really cannot compromise the 
principle of a non-vetoable inspection-control 
organ run by a neutral administrator.

If Khrushchev really believes there are no 
neutrals, and that inspection must be subject 
to national veto, he is laying down an impos- 
sible condition not only for a test-ban treaty 
but for general disarmament as well. If ne 
wants the latter, then he ought to revise his 
ideas about the composition of the control 
organ. 

Khrushchev has always balked at setting up 
inspection procedures in advance of actual 
steps toward disarmament, claiming that in 
such event the inspectors could conduct mili- 
tary reconnaissance while pretending to check 
on arms control. There ought to be several 
ways of dealing with this objection in the case 
of a test-ban treaty. It might even be feasible 
to agree on the test-ban now with the proviso 
that it would go into effect at a date when 
both sides could assess the progress being 
made in general arms talks. But unless the 
test-ban agreement is reached before August, 
the atmosphere for general arms talks will 
be so bad that they might never start. 

“We are most anxious to secure an agree- 
ment,” President Kennedy said last week. If 
Khrushchev shares that anxiety, as he once 
seemed to do, he will take another look at his 
position on:a three-man administration of the 
control machinery. 


That Mountain in Kansas 

We wish to congratulate the State of Kan- 
sas for discovering its highest peak in this, 
the state’s. centennial year. To Missourians 
who drive across Kansas for Colorado vaca- 
tions (why else do Missourians drive across 
Kansas?), the idea of a peak on the plains 
may be incredible, but there it is: Mt. Sun- 
flower, 11 miles north of U.S. Route 40 near 
the’ Colorado line. 

Mt. Sunflower is, in fact, 4025 feet high, 
or some 2253 feet higher than Missouri’s 
proudest mountain, Taum Sauk. The explana- 
tion is that Kansas, while flat enough, is as 
flat as a wobbly table inclined westward. The 
Sunflower state rises from a few hundred 
feet above sea level on the Missouri border 
to 4000 feet at its western edge. Along this 
westward and upward route the sturdy Jay- 
hawkers. wtaturally developed their state 
motto: “To the stars through difficulties.” 

' Mt. Sunflower, however, falls somewhere 
short of tHe stars. It is not a snowy-topped 
precipice; instead, it is a knoll in a pasture. 
If it lacks the grandeur of pine-clad summits, 
this mountain in Kansas will, we hope, at 
least cover itself with the glory of sunflowers. 


Uncle Sam, Competitor 

President Kennedy’s textile aid plan is good 
as far as it goes, except for what is inter- 
preted as a hint that he will be receptive to 
imposition of import quotas, a measure we 
hope he will resist. His suggestions of finan- 
cial aid for modernization, more favorable 
treatment of depreciation, cushioning of the 
differential between the domestic and world 
prices of cotton, and more research into new 
products, processes and markets, all are con- 
structive. So also is his proposal for a confer- 
ence of the principal textile countries looking 
to a settlement of the world market. 

But we agree with Senator Javits of New 
York that the textile problem would better 
be dealt with in the context of industry as 
a whole, and the effects of imports on it. 
Numerous other industries are similarly af- 
fected; he mentions specifically fabricated 
metal products, industrial chemicals, cord and 
twine, electronic and office machine equip- 
ment, sporting goods, buttons and toys. Sen- 
ator Javits makes the further excellent pro- 
posal that criteria should be set up to dis- 
tinguish between enterprises injured by im- 
ports and those well able to meet the com- 
petition, so that the aid measures will actually 
go where they are needed. 

A good basis for such an approach has 
been offered by Senator Javits in his National 
Import Policy of 1961. This measure would 
take the positive tack of making American 
industry more effectively competitive instead 
of concealing and perpetuating a weak com- 
petitive position behind a screen of quotas 
and tariffs. 

Certainly this more comprehensive ap- 
proach is worth trying to the limit of its pos- 


sibilities before considering the drastic resort. 


of quotas. The quota system does not have 
a favorable record for producing the results 
expected ‘of it domestically, and it almost 
invariably provokes retaliation in kind from 
other countries. 

Senator Javits points out that half the 


yardage increase in textile imports during 
the past two years has been in a single item, 
soft cotton-filled sheeting. Assuredly the lim- 
ited problem involved here is susceptible of 
solution short of alienating many of the very 
countries we are trying to retain as active 
partners in the free world. 


Mr. Nixon on Tour 


Former Vice President Nixon has been 
comporting himself as a responsible critic 
during the tour in which he is endeavoring 
to strengthen his position in the Republican 
»party. On domestic affairs Mr. Nixon has 
been caustic: he denounced the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration farm program as economic black- 
mail, for example. On foreign affairs he has 
been circumspect, though we disagree with his 
implication that the only thing wrong with the 
Cuba invasion was that it did not succeed. 

The truth is that Mr. Nixon is in something 
of a bind on foreign policy, since, theoretical- 
ly at least, he shared responsibility for formu- 
lating some policies that carried over from 
President Eisenhower to Mr. Kennedy. He did 
not neglect to note, while calling the space 
flight of Comdr. Shepard a non-partisan 
achievement, that the space program was 
started during the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. He did neglect to observe, however, in 
a reasonable commentary on the Cuban in- 
vasion failure, that plans for this adventure 
were begun under Mr. Eisenhower. 

Mr. Nixon was talking sense when he called 
for “a searching reappraisal of the free 
world’s ability, particularly America’s ability, 
to deal with the kind of aggression in which 
Communists are now engaging.” But how 
much better it might have been had he used 
his influence as Vice President to bring about 
such a reappraisal and to provide the people 
with a realistic view of America’s position 
in the world. 

This position began to change when the 
United States lost the nuclear weapons mo- 
nopoly. A stocktaking is overdue, and there 
are indications that Mr. Kennedy is aware of 
it. If he sets out on the reappraisal advocated 
by Mr. Nixon, the former Vice President can 
prove his statesmanship by doing his part to 
disseminate the facts. And this may not be 
easy, for a good many Americans are in for 
a rude awakening. 


Filling Empty Channels 

The Kennedy Administration proposes a 
new approach to helping educational tele- 
vision, which needs both a different approach 
and help. Since 1958 the Senate has passed 
three bills to aid educational TV; two died 
in the House and one is now before a House 
committee. Many Repfesentatives still ques- 
tion giving each state up to $1,000,000 in 
grants for building television school facilities. 

To break the impasse, Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare Abraham Ribicoff 
says he will ask the House to pass a different 
bill. The Administration measure, he told 
the National Association of Broadcasters, 
would provide not for flat grants but for 
matching grants. This would require the 
states and communities first of all to demon- 
strate their own desire and capacity for edu- 
cational TV, as St. Louis did long ago. 

Channel 9 here has told the public that its 
annual budget is no more than that for one 
big network “spectacular.” For KETC’s low- 
budget operation, federal matching funds 
would indeed reinforce the community’s vol- 
untary efforts. And federal aid ought to 
help inspire many other communities to make 
use of the 213 educational air channels still 
unclaimed. The emptiness of these channels 
for enlightenment reflects the need for joint 
federal and local action. 


Need for Tax Reform 


Few will dispute the contention of William 
A. McDonnell, board chairman of the First 
National Bank in St. Louis, that the federal 
tax structure needs a thorough overhauling, 
though not everyone will agree with him on 
what needs to be done. But the inequities 
that are constantly being brought to light 
underline the need for revision. 

Take the recent testimony of Secretary. of 
the Treasury Dillon, for example. Mr. Dillon 
offered the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee a long list of cases involving claims for 
entertainment deductions which could not 
be disallowed under current law. Item: An 
African safari by a corporation president and 
his wife; claimed $16,618, allowed by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, $16,443. Item: Cor- 
porate operation of a tropical island resort; 
claimed $353,713, allowed $269,666. Item: 
Kentucky Derby party; claimed $10,903, al- 
lowed same amount. 

Then there was the trip to Alaska by a 
principal company shareholder and his wife, 
with a customer and his wife, for which the 
full claimed deduction of $2600 was allowed. 
The expense of the shareholder’s wife was 
allowed on the representation that the cus- 
tomer would not go without his wife and his 
wife would not go without the shareholder’s 
wife. And so on. 

Then it was disclosed a few days ago that 
during most of the last Presidential campaign 
the Fair Compaign Practices Committee was 
stripped of tax exemption for its contributors. 
The IRS held that the committee indirectly 
indorsed candidates by publishing the names 
of candidates who signed fair-campaign 
pledges. As a result, the committee spent 
many weeks revising its procedures. 

Examples could be multiplied many times. 
The point is that any realistic appraisal of 
what will be required of the nation in the 
next few years indicates more money Will be 
needed. Measures to close loopholes and 
equalize burdens are much in order. 


To: Disband a Commission 


Governmental Research Institute has made 
a convincing case for disbanding the infant 
Municipal Development Commission. The jobs 
the Commission would handle evidently are 
being performed quite adequately by other 
agencies, public or private. Nor is a municipal 
Development Commission the answer to pro- 
moting economic growth in any case. A met- 
ropolitan agency would be superior to one 
strictly under city control. 

The real need in this field is for a public 
body. with power to plan, assemble and to 
hold industrial sites throughout the metro- 
politan area. The Bi-State Development agency 
in co-operation with the Chamber of Com- 
merce’s privatelyoperated Industrial Park 
Corp. is working to meet this need. The ar- 
rangement is somewhat cumbersome, but at 
least it is grappling with prime needs.

First Amendment: Quest for Truth 


For the First Time a Government Committed Itself to Doctrine of Pluralism

Missouri Bar Essay Contest 


Thomas E. Eichhorst, senior in 
the Washington University School 
of Law, won first prize in the Mis- 
sourit Bar “Law Day U.S.A.” essay 
contest. The theme was “What 
the First Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States 
Means to Me.” 


The fouriding fathers of our great 
republic authored the finest document 
ever devised establishing a representa- 
tive form of government. 

This eloquent recital of the political 
processes planned for the new nation, 
however, did not dissuade the several 
sovereign states of their fears of cen- 
tralized power. The proposed federal 
republic, albeit having limited powers, 
brought fear to the 
hearts and minds 
of Americans 
throughout the 15 
states. These for- 
mer colonies, now 
loosely joined in a 
confederation, jeal- 
ous of their rights 
as free states, were reluctant to share 
their sovereignty. 

As the survivors of the successful 
revolution which earned their precious, 
but precarious, independence, they 
questioned all measures establishing a 
central power in the Americas. To 
dispel this universal concern, the Con- 
stitutional Convention was prevailed 
upon by the states to include 10 amend- 
ments as an integral part of the Con- 
stitution. Commonly known as “The 
Bill of Rights,’’ these amendments pre-

cisely state the prohibitions on the. 
powers of the national government. 


Expressed in the form of negative re- 
straints upon governmental enact- 
ments, each inalienable right of man 
was positively inferred. Of these 
Statements of proscribed governmental 
activity, the most important was and 
is the First Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States of 
America. 

To me, the most important pro- 
nouncement of the First Amendment

is our nation’s commitment to the doc- 
trine of pluralism. This commitment 
to a pluralistic society is meaningful, 
because for the first, time in man’s 
long span of recorded history, a gov- 
ernment gave its support to the quest 
for truth. 

Our founding fathers held truth in 
such high esteem that they enthusias- 
tically welcomed divergent views, in- 
suring that truth could always be dis- 
covered. These early Americans also 
knew the strength of truth, and al- 
lowed all shades of opinion to find 
expression, realizing that only in a 
free exchange of all ideas can truth 
exist and persist. Differences of opin- 
jon were seen as a healthy sign of 
freedom, while imposed restrictions 
on thought were accompanied by an 
intellectual stagnation we sought to 
avoid, 

The policy of our government as 
ably enunciated in this amendment, 
condones, indeed encourages, thought- 
ful inquiry into accepted beliefs, to de- 
termine whether these pronouncements 
are still applicable under the changing 
circumstances of civilized dife on this 
earth. These patriots did not envisage 
a static society, but were seeking to 
establish a cgintry where men of all 
persuasions could be free from state 
control in their individual searches for 
a glimpse of the truth.

from scrutiny, as freedom must be ex- 
tended to encompass all, if independ- 
ence of thought is to be maintained 
for any. 

To effectuate this policy, the First 
Amendment prohibited any abridge- 
ment oi «the freedoms of worship, 
speech, the press, peaceful assembly, 
and petition. Congress was denied the 
power to establish a state church, re- 
moving from our shores an* insidious 
concept that had long deterred free- 
dom of conscience in European na- 
tions. By this provision, all forms of 
religious expression were held to be 
equal in the eyes of the state. In a 
new nation, evolving as an entity from 
an amalgam of various peoples and 
cultures, with differing religious prac- 
tices, such a policy was essential to 
the survival of democratic life in a 
heterogenous society. 

To implement the governmental po- 
sition seeking the greatest possible 
freedom of expression, the independ- 
ence of speech was assured, and the 
inviolability of freedom of the press 
from governmental sanctions was 
guaranteed. Supplemental rights of the 
people to petition the government for 
redress of grievances, and of peaceful 
assembly, were similarly secured. 

That these guarantees of the per- 
sonal rights of man have contributed 
greatly to the continuation of our rep- 
resentative democracy is a truism no 
American would challenge. They have 
value not only in their enlistment as 
a prohibition against arbitrary action 
of the Federal Government, and 
through the Fourteenth Amendment 
against state action, but also in serv- 
ing as the. prototype of similar state- 
ments of the rights of man against the 
lesser governmental units in our 
country. 


Invaluable as these are, however, 
the most important concept that the 
First Amendment presents to me is 
our nation’s commitment to pluralism, 
embracing the highest degree of indi- 
vidual freedom. Ascribing such en- 
lightened foresight to our early leaders 
accentuates our present responsibili- 
ties to strengthen and preserve these 
rights of free Americans.

CASTRO FORBIDS 
CUBANS’ DRIVING 
ONTO U.S. BASE 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (UPI) 
—Fidel Castro's militia won't let 
Cubans. drive onto the United 
States naval base at Guantanamo 


Bay, so the Navy picks up its 
Cuban workers at the gate. 


The Navy said yesterday that 
the bar on Cuban vehicles enter- 


‘ing the naval base started last 


Monay and was still in effect. 


“Cuban workers at Guantana- 
mo were advised by Cuban offi- 
cials that commencing on the 
morning of 8 May, no motor ve- 
hicles would be permitted to 
enter the Naval base,”’ the Navy 
said. 

So the Cubans park their au- 


tomobiles outside, walk through 


the gates and board Navy busses 
take them to their work 
areas. About 3200 Cubans work 
on the base, with an annual pay- 
roll of about $7,000,000. 

The State Department said yes 
terday the Swiss Embassy in 
Havana has asked the Cuban 
government for exit permits for 
98 Americans who want to leave 
the island. So far, it has had 
no reply. 


3 NEW JOBLESS PAY CLAIMS

OFFICER SAYS LEGION 
BACKS U.S. ON GUBA 


The American Legion is 
pledged to support President Ken- 
nedy “in whatever steps may be 
necessary — including sanctions, 
embargo or the use of arms” to 
end Communist domination of 
Cuba, E. A. Blackmore, Legion 
said here to- 
day 

He spoke at a Founders day 
luncheon at Hotel Sheraton-Jef- 
ferson, commemorating the forty- 
second anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Legion in St. Louis 
Before the luncheon rededication 
ceremonies were held at the 
Union Electric building, Twelfth 
boulevard and Locust street, 
of the founding in 1919 

“The [ron Curtain,” Blackmore 
asserted, “‘is not so much a cur- 
tain as it is a restless and pre 
datory juggernaut, always push. 
ing and probing outwards into 
any area of weakness 

“We have seen this ruthless 
force leapfrog the Atlantic ocean 
to establish a new area of Com- 
munist domination within 90 miles 
of our shores.” 

There has been something com- 
forting ‘“‘in the idea of building 
up a fortress to contain Commu- 
nist expansion so that we could 
go about the business of life in 
security and peace and compla- 
cency,’’ the speaker continued 

“But there has never been 
the history of the world an 
vulnerable fortress. The ancient 
Great Wall of China,.the high 
battlements of the eternal city 
of Rome, the Maginot Line of 
World War Il—all were breached, 
all fell before the onslaught of 
history.” 

Today there are signs that the 
United States has rediscovered 
that no society can stand still, 
Blackmore said. 

“Serious efforts are being made 
to rededicate the American pur- 
poses and to set new goals,”’ he 
went on. ‘Just a few weeks ago 
we saw an effort made by Cuban 
patriots, with the sympathy and 
moral support of the United 
States, to move back into an area 
Commu- 
domination. We have the 
solemn promise of the President 
that Cuba will not be abandoned 
to the Communists. . . 

“We do not know where this 
struggle will lead us. We do not

Racing With the Clock

| FROM A GROUP of science 
students, | have this question:

If the 
pilot steered a course above the 
equator his task would be much 
harder, perhaps impossible right 
now. To keep up with the sun, 
he would need to travel more 
than a thousand miles an hour. 


In the latitude of the Great 
Lakes, the round-the-world jour 
ney would be several thousand 
miles shorter. In one way of 
thinking, the pilot would get back 
to Halifax before he started! 
People in the city would have 
marked a new date on their 
calendars, however, and the pilot 
should have done the same when 
he crossed the date line shortly 
before flying above Japan. 


Q. What about a rocket trip 
around the earth? 

A. As Yuri Gagarin proved last 
month, such a trip can be made 
in less than two hours, and time 
may go down to one hour. Right 
now I would feel safer in a jet 
plane than in a rocket. 

Before many years go by, I 
expect that passengers in rockets 
will be taken across any ocean in 
less than an hour, That sort of 
transport should make it possible 
for a Canadian or American to 
commute daily to an office in 
Great Britain
